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On Monday, 2nd March, 1959, at 10 a.m., Major - General Abdul 
Karim Qassim, the Prime Minister and Commander - in - Chief of the 
Armed Forces, drove to the Reserve Officers' College, Mu'askar 
Ar-Rashid, and attended the graduation ceremony of the second group 
of the 13th Officers' Reserve Course. He was warmly received by the 
Officers, the Cadets and the people. Then he, in his firm voice, deliver- 
ed an extempore and epoch-making speech which was a real and true 
picture of the free, independent and constructive policy of Iraq, aiming 
at the bright and better future for all the people. He also revealed 
the disgraceful and fabricated allegations made by the hired news- 
papers against Iraq, as they are coveting our homeland and trying to 
split up our ranks by ignomineous propaganda and other means and 
designs. But all their efforts came to grief, because the people are 
strong, alert, conscious and invincible. 
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We are in a new era. 
The Almighty has des- 
tined us to serve this 
country and its noble 
people

I was hoping to witness your parade today, and I was not think- 
ing of making this speech. But I have the pleasure to seize this 
opportunity to speak to you on this occasion. 

Brethren : A number of our brothers are commissioned today. 
I have been given to understand that they are 883 officer cadets and 
some of them have failed. But I have asked the Commandant of the 
College to consider all of them as commissioned cadets, for they will 
themselves get experienced while serving their units. 

We are, today, celebrating the Function of an addition to our 
Army a new force from among those who have sincerity, good conduct 
and high morale. They will be distributed among units to take part 
with their brothers — the officers, non - commissioned officers and 
soldiers — in serving the people and strengthening the Iraqi Army. 

NEW ERA. 

Brethren : We are in a new era. The Almighty has destined 
us to serve this country and helped to succeed in our Revolution, which 
aimed at destroying injustice and tyranny, from which we suffered for 
many long years. This people had suffered through successive ages 
and in various conditions of injustice, tyranny, isolation and depriva- 
tion. 

If you go and tour any part of the country you would see how 
extensive is misery, poverty and deprivation in the life of the people. 
You will see in the cottages or near the marshes moving skeletons 
which need the stimulant force for fruitful movement — liberty. This 
people had lived a long period deprived of liberty and prosperity. 

E XPLOITATIO N. 

The wealth of the country was robbed and wasted in the interest 
of imperialism and the foreigner. In fact, everything in this country 
was exploited for the foreigner. The son of the people was living in 
miserable conditions. He was humiliated and insulted. Had we been 
patient for a time, it would have only been for the greatest explosion, 
as our people exploded with the Army in one day and destroyed ths 
idols who were following the foreigners. 



CO - OPERATION. 

So, we have to work for this people, and the Almighty would 
give us success to uproot the foreigner and his agents who work in 
secrecy to disrupt the unity of our ranks. Intrigue and dissension 
would hurt our unity and the foreigner cannot penetrate into our 
homeland except through dissensions. You, brothers, must co-operate, 
so that no foreigner nor intriguer nor any covetous may infiltrate into 
your ranks and separate you. 

ERA OF FREEDOM. 



My brethren : In the past we used to work in perplexity. Could 
we be loyal to our duties and the old clique which was governing us, 
or neglect our duty ? The call of our conscience appealed to us to work 
with sincerity and struggle for the sake of God and the people. Now, 
that old, corrupt and disliked reign has ended, the reign which kept 
us living under suppression and deprivation and robbed us of our 
liberty. That reign has ended and has been replaced by a new reign 
of fraternity, co - operation and solidarity. This is the reign of the 
eternal 'Iraqi Bepublic. We are now free in our dealings. We are 
free in our efforts in the interest of the country and the nation. It is 
our duty to double our efforts, increase our vigilance and work caut- 
iously in order to be able to support this structure which we have 
built as a result of the long struggle of the people. 

ADVICE. 



My brethren : We have destroyed imperialism. By imperialism 
we mean every covetous foreign domination in our country and disposal 
of our will and wealth and exploitation of the sons of the people for 
its interests. We destroyed imperialism in one surprising hour. We 
destroyed imperialism by a sound, correctly timed and suprising plan. 
In preparing it we took into consideration the factors of secrecy, 
surprise, patience and co-operation. Brethren, I, therefore, advise 
you to be patient in your practical life, merely because patience has 
been one of the factors which brought about our success — the success 
of the people. 






PATIENCE URGED. 

Patience will benefit you in every hour, every time and every 
opportunity. It helps you to overcome your opponent, howsoever strong 
lie may be. It will help you in times of distress and hardships, in 
battles and in war and peace. I advise you to be tolerant and coope- 
rative, since cooperation and tolerance lead you to realize your 
objectives. Do not split your ranks into groups and parties for the sake 
of co-operation and tolerance among you. Do not give the enemy any 
ohance to enter your ranks and split you up. I advise you to observe 
secrecy in your affairs in order to deprive the enemy and the opponent 
of any chance to plan against you, as well as to take him by surprise. 

Brethren : I advise you to avoid attacking any of your brothers 
^ven if he harms you or surpasses the limits of ingratitude. The 
strength of any one amongst you is the strength of the other. When 
your brother gets weak, it is your weakness. Those who are coveting 
our homeland are trying to split our ranks by propaganda and other 
means at their disposal. They are spreading their propaganda 
amongst you to create disruption and dissension in the ranks of the 
people. But the people are strong, sound and unconquerable. 

INTRIGUERS' LOSS. 

The people of ill-intension and intriguers have created disruption 
in the ranks of the people and tried to have the Armed Forces clashed 
in the streets with their brothers — the sons of the people. But they 
failed, for the strength of the Army in the eternal Republican era is 
the strength of the nation. It is of the people and for the people. 

Days and years of sufferings have elapsed. We sat up all the 
nights through when we had been in a bitter state. But God, the 
Almighty, helped and protected us. By this help we were able to push 
back any harm against us. The force of the Almighty brought success^ 
to our movement when we were only a few people working under-ground 
and were not able to work openly. Our force was the force of 
righteousness. Facing us was the force of injustice, strong and 
oppressive. 

Imperialism was supported by imperialistic forces here, in this 
country, and you all know these forces. It was also supported by 
members of the intelligence either in the government or companies or 
foreign embassies in this country. In the forefront were the then 



dominant and moving idols who lived in the royal palace. Above all. 
of them was the tyrant, whose rule in this country has collapsed. 

FULL FREEDOM. 

We were living in a frightful atmosphere. But the force of 
righteousness won the force of injustice and destroyed its pillars and 
those who used to determine the destiny and dignity of the people 
and dispose of wealth of the people and marched in the procession of 
the foreigner. They are now all dead. There is no loyal citizen in 
this country who has any mercy for them. They are all now dead. The 
wealth of the people has been returned to the people who regained their 
liberty. You are the ripe fruit of this era. You talk and decide, with 
full freedom, all that which ensures the interests of the country. 

The regime of suppression and deprivation has gone and it has 
been replaced by this new era. We suffered for a long time from 
imperialism. We will not permit imperialism under any circumstances 
to enter our country again. We will resist and fight it. We have 
pledged before God to do so. 

This country has become an independent Republic with complete 
sovereignty. This has been laid down in our Interim Constitution. 
This country is to be shared by the citizens, the Arabs and the Kurds. 
This entity is indivisible in any way. No one can divide nor disinteg- 
rate the Republic of Iraq from the North to the South and from the 
East to the West. We have ensured this in one of the articles of the 
Constitution in order to block all ways in the face of the foreigner. 
We understood, while we, with farsightedness, studied a plan, that 
the foreigner was anxious to penetrate through this breach, but we 
blocked the way by making this provision in the Constitution. 

ALL PATRIOTS . 

My Brethren : The enemy who failed to penetrate through 
this point resorted to creating intrigues and dissension among the 
brothers and causing doubt in the minds of the people. So, one says 
that this is a Nationalist, the other says that this is a Communist,. 
while yet anoher says that this is a Baathist or a Democratic. I say 
that this (the individual ) is a Patriot — the son of this country. The 



sons of the country can never be separated. They all work for the 
interest of the people and the welfare of this country. We must 
consolidate the national unity inside our homeland. 

We must progress and build up a strong and powerful unity 
from within in order to make this country an impregnable nationalist 
fortress to defend the interest of the 'Iraqi Eepublic and our Arab 
brothers in all parts. 

All of you know well of the miserable conditions of the people 
as most of them are barefoot and without clothes, living miserably, 
ignorantly and uneducated in the cottages. They are weak. Can any 
of these people extend help to their brothers when they themselves 
need help ? This citizen cannot differentiate between the interests of 
the country or of the foreigner because he was left in this state for a 
long time ■ — a state of suppression, deprivation, misery, ignorance 
and poverty. He cannot tell about the rulers, whether they are 
nationals or foreigners whatever the result may be. 

NATIONAL FORTRESS . 

The clever, educated, prosperous, strong and wealthy people 
are able to extend help to their brothers. It is our duty to build up our 
entity inside the country so as to make it a national fortress upon 
which we can rely for liberating the usurped parts of the fatherland. 
This country w r as the cradle of civilization and place of strength. 
History testifies to the magnanimity of our forefathers both in strength 
and science in the past. The torch of freedom and strength went to 
other countries. From this country we shall repeat and glorify the 
history of this country. We have paid our attention to science, and 
very shortly the Baghdad University will be established and it will be 
a model, scientific and second to none in the world. We have also 
concentrated on the developments and we will give the sons of the 
people from among my brothers, junior government officials and others, 
more than 7,000 modern houses, next July, Furthermore, we are 
paying close attention to the economic aspects of the country for its 
economic prosperity. After a short period we will see the factories 
which will guarantee the livelihood of the people. The people will not 
only be consumers but also producers. The people will rely upon the 



country's productivity. We have also attended to the agriculture; 

there you have before you the Agrarian Reform Law, which will be 

completely implemented. We have also taken the Army into account. 

We have secured our dear Army of strength and impregnability. We 

approached and negotiated the procurement of arms with several 

countries. We do not need aid or assistance. We will purchase arms 

with the revenues which will be realized here, in this country. We 

will purchase arms with the outcome of the hard work of "the right 

hand and the sweat of the brow" as the proverb goes. We need not 
beg. 

We have guaranteed to this Army strong, powerful and modern 
arms. All of you know the types of arms which we were using. We, 
being from the Army, know about our old guns which were in use here 
from 1910. That era has gone. We are able to secure what we want 
and to cooperate with any country, either foreign or Arab, on the basis 
of mutual benefits. I have told my brothers before that we will be 
allies to none from now. We are friends and we deal with our brothers 
in the spirit of the friendship which they extend to us and we will 
reciprocate. Some times back we established the 'Iraq Army's Fifth 
Division, and shortly we will form the Sixth Army Division. 

FRUITFUL WORK. 

I hope that our brothers devote their time to fruitful, useful 
and accurate work. Let us be realists, and as I told my brothers the 
work of one hour is better than the talk of thousand hours. 

We are working for the sake of God, the people of the 'Iraqi 
Republic and the Arab Nation with whom we have closest alliance with- 
out any condition. The fruitful work is the useful work. Intrigues and 
improper talks together with attacks against this country from time 
to time will not have any result but dissension. This will be one sided, 
because we will bring ourselves closer howsoever far they may keep 
themselves from us. We give no attention to the hired newspapers 
which attack Iraq. Some of these newspaper owners have been 
continuously writing to me privately, some are wanting subscriptions 
and others help. But I, personally, have pledged not to waste the 
wealth of the country on the owners of the hired newspapers, but to 
spend it on the poor people, so as to make them strong, prosperous and 
sound thinkers, thus it will help them to extend help to their brethren 
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I have told my brothers, the pressmen here in Iraq, to rely upon 
themselves. In fact the newspapers in Iraq followed a sound direction 
and relied on themselves. I have also told all of them that if they find 
any mistake let it be known. 

It is strange that the owners of the hired newspapers in the 

neighbouring countries started to attack us when we did not give them 
any answer nor complied with their requests. It is more strange that 
I still keep with me these newspapers which they had sent me. 

Iraq has followed a practical, wise and sound policy in action 
and construction. What do these hired newspapers want from us t 
We are people who work and we do not need propaganda. The work 
which is done here and the help which is extended to our brothers are 
our aims. Take our sister Algeria which is struggling against oppres- 
sive forces and making best efforts for liberation and independence. 
We extended our aid to Algeria with full sincerity and faith in justice. 
We have pledged to continue our help to Algeria until Algeria is 
liberated. 

It pleases me to see that the 'Iraqi Republic is the first state 
which recognised the Algerian Government and allocated ID. 2,000,000 
in its budget to support the Algerian Government. Thus, the 'Iraqi 
Republic became the first State which allocated ID. 2,000,000 which 
would be paid annually. No doubt, these amounts are in addition to 
the arms and sincere efforts which we make for the Algerian Govern- 
ment and people. 

This is a great action and talks cannot replace action. We 
approached our brothers and told them that France attacked our 
rights — I mean the rights of Algeria, for their rights are ours. The 
Algerian people have become homeless and are still being attacked. 
They (the Algerian people) are still in a state of war with it. So we 
asked why did you brothers fail to sever economic and political rela- 
tions with it ? This is the only way to weaken and teach it to discon- 
tinue its aggression on the people of Algeria. But we were unable to 
get a satisfactory reply. In order to avoid breaches among our ranks, 
I told the authorities that we would do whatever we want. Do you 
know what we have done unilaterally f We have not severed our 
economic relations officially, but we have banned all the importation 



from France. Though this action is unilateral, it is the beginning, or 
as we say in the army, it is the vanguard. We hope that our brothers 
would later participate with us in this field. 

ARMS TO ALGERIA. 



The arms allocated to Algeria were quite adequate. More arms 
liave been allocated and more will be allocated until Algeria is liberated. 
We shall support it by all our strength. Our schools and institutes 
are open to them. They are our brothers. They can come here and 
study at the expense of this State which is theirs. 

Brothers : What do these hired newspapers want from us ? 
What do these hired newspapers (which follow the foreigner) want 
from us ? And what are the causes of the attack ? We do not have 
any guilt except that we have struggled for a very long time for the 
sake of righteousness with a view to destroying imperialism and we 
fought its stooges and its associates in order to regain the freedom of 
this Nation. 

We have struggled for a long time to regain the freedom of this 
Nation and we, thank God, at last succeeded to achieve it. 

I have told you what we need. I am proud to be one of the Army 
Officers who fought in the Palestine War in 1948. The * Iraqi Army r 
in particular, did not shirk from its responsibilities. The ' Iraqi Army 
was suffering from critical conditions as a result of a plan by imper- 
ialism and its stooges. We have suffered tremendously during the old 
regime, especially during the movements in Palestine, but we raised 
the morale of our Armed Forces and of the officers and men of our 
units. We succeeded in firing them, with great enthusiasm, true patrio- 
tism, sincerity and faith in God. We will be able to defeat imperialism, 
its stooges and its foundlings sooner or later. 

We returned from Palestine having one idea in mind, the idea 
of strong resistance of foreigners, imperialism and its agents who 
were the masters but in reality they were themselves ignominious. We 
returned from Palestine, and Palestine itself was a cause and one of 
the effective factors of the Revolution. Since that time, we thought 
of carrying out a radical action. But action requires patience and 
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faith, unity of ranks and wisdom and quietness, as we are doing at 
present. 

PRACTICAL POLICY. 

We are not rash, because it deprives us of our reasoning power 
and the result would be harmful to us. We abide by wisdom and 
reason in our action and avoid rashness and all that disrupts the unity 
of ranks. We have pledged to defeat imperialism sooner or later. 
There is no doubt that we are marching on the road to freedom and 
we will reach our goal inevitably with your power which is from the- 
power of the people. 

We will achieve our goals, one of which is the collective rule- 
and the end of autocracy and dictatorship. We will destroy the idols 
which play with the affairs of the people. The people are the ruler,. 
the absolute master, and an individual has no right to direct the affairs 
of the people. The individual, how long he may live, will die but 
the people will remain. We are working for the future generations 
and for the welfare of the people. We fought in Palestine for the sake- 
of the people and to regain their liberty. We are still fighting and will 
not spare any effort, nor would we fail in our work for the sake of God 
and nor would we fail to be selfless in the service of the people, our- 
guide. 

What do these hired newspapers want from us ? Do they want 
us to march in the procession of the foreigner or to restore imperialism; 
in this country and to suppress liberties ? What do they want from us f 

In 1956 — and here I challenge any nationalist or any one who* 
claims that he was able to do what we did during the old regime of terror- 
and injustice — I was sent in command of a military force to Jordan 
with the object to attack Syria and overthrow its Government. During - 
that period I fought with sincerity and faithfulness to bury this idea- 
in its cradle. I approached my Syrian brothers, when there was no- 
unity nor a union with Egypt but unity of hearts, actions and sincerity 
for the sake of God and for the sake of the people. 

INJUSTICE DEFIED. 






I challenged the power of injustice and the force of oppression* 
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which were then governing Iraq and I killed the idea of this aggression 
in its cradle. While in Jordan, I secretly entered the beloved Syrian 
territory. We agreed with our Syrian brothers that I would command 
the Iraqi and the Syrian military forces. I then told them that I was 
not the person who was after positions, but I came to serve the interest 
of the people. I killed the idea of aggression in its cradle and upset 
such plans; and the rulers here, who were governing in the name of 
their masters, were too weak to attack their brothers, Syrians. 

They became suspicious about me and I was suspicious of them. 
I think that some of the Army officers who are here today had accom- 
panied me to Syria. They know how I suffered to save Syria from the 
•dilemma in order to safeguard the honour of the Arabs from this black 
stain. We carried out this action when there was neither unity nor a 
union. We did this action, motivated by keen interest and loyalty to 
the interests of our brothers which are our interests too, for there is 
no difference between them and us. 

TIME NOT RIPE. 



I challenge any person who claims nationalism if he could do 
one tenth of this action during the old regime, the regime of injustice 
and tyranny. You know that we, with pride, did not attack our bro- 
thers at that time, but attacked the rulers and their masters here and 
destroyed them. We returned to Baghdad and were searching for the 
opportunities and suitable circumstances. We were having meetings 
with our brothers to work with patience and faith to accomplish our 
duty. The Eevolution could have burst on various occasions, but we 
noticed then that the time was not ripe for the Eevolution. For we 
were going to carry out a radical action to uproot them totally. We 
laid down the plan which was, without doubt, very complicated. But 
we simplified it by dividing it into several parts among our brothers, 
who, each of them, knew his part of the plan and his duties, but at the 
same time did not know the duties of the others. This plan which was 
gigantic became a simple one by these divisions. Every responsible 
one had to carry it out with due regard and strict secrecy and cautious- 
ness, merely because we wanted to carry out a revolution which was a 
imatter of life and death. 
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After taking into account all matters and after the verification 

of the plan, we found that the success would be ours and that the plan 

should be carried out on its time. The emissaries who took part in 

its execution did not know the duties of the guides who commanded 

the units. The guides knew their duties and their targets. This was 

a precautionary measure to secure the success of the plan and to avoid 
the spread of the secrets. 

The plan in itself was gigantic but became simple by the divi- 
sion of the actions. The Almighty as well as circumstances helped 
us to carry out this action. With the help of God we succeeded. We 
could win and destroy the old regime, the hateful monarchical regime 
which has been replaced by the eternal young Republic, and which will 

continue to be the torch of liberty by lighting the road for our brothers 
inside Iraq and outside of it. 

What do the creaters of dissension want from us ? Do they want 
us to destroy our structure and allow imperialism to dominate us as 
before f Do they want us to be silent and to stop our duty to achieve 
the objectives of the Revolution \ But we have pledged to have a 
Revolution every month. We have pledged to continue our march 
quietly and wisely to achieve the objectives of this Revolution. 
Undoubtedly we will have Revolutions. At the end of this month or 
next month we are going to witness a gigantic Revolution which will 
consolidate the well - being of the country and ensure its independence. 
We need quietness, the unity of ranks and combatting dissension and 
intriguers and uprooting them. Any one who makes intrigues must 
have contacts with the foreigner. The sons of the people cannot be 
intriguers. They might have worked with the foreigner unconsciously, 
and I hope that all eyes in the country are watchful and will return 
such intriguers, if any, to their conscience. I may assure you, and I 
am confident, that such intriguers have no place in this Republic. 

TO SUPPORT FREEDOM. 

We have pledged to support the freedom of the people so that 
we ourselves may enjoy the results. We are working for the sake of 
God and for the sake of the people. We do not need to be known, nor 
do we need propaganda. We work for the sake of God and we know 
that how long we may live, we will ultimately die and the people will 
remain. The absolute rule is by the people and not by individuals. 
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We were preceded by our brothers and grandfathers who upheld 
the system of collective rule. They gave up the principle and lost it. 
The Arab States in the past were following the instructions of the Holy 
Quran which says : " Whose affairs are (decided) by counsel among 
themselves". In the course of time corruption prevailed as well as 
misery and poverty in addition to autocratic rule. As their sons, we 
came to restore our dear past, destroying the idols and the autocratic 
rule and then return the collective rule to the sons of our Nation. 

What do the propagators of dissension want from us ? Do they 
want us to divide and leave the work aside and leave the people fumb- 
ling in the dark ? These are not our aims, nor are they our thoughts. 
And, certainly, they are not one of the objectives of our Revolution. 
Patience is one of the objectives of the Revolution. We work patiently, 
truly, sincerely and faithfully to achieve our aims and objects. 

ETERNAL REPUBLIC. 



We have stated in our Constitution that Iraq is an independent 
and fully Sovereign Republic. This Republic will be eternal in the 
history. 

We have also mentioned in our Constitution that Iraq is a part 
of the Arab Nation. We work in accordance with what has been laid 
down in this Constitution. 'Iraq is a part of the Arab Nation. It is 
a part of the whole and not a part of a part. It is a part of the Arab 
Nation. It is a part of the whole and not a part of a part. It is a part 
of the Arab Nation. So is the situation with Tunisia, which is a part 
of the Arab Nation, and also Lebanon, Sudan, Algeria, Syria, Egypt, 
Saudi Arabia, Yemen, Morocco, Libya, the unliberated Arab countries 
and Palestine, which we have pledged to liberate with the assistance 
and the participation of our sister Arab States, and then we will return 
it to our brothers, the people of Palestine, to enjoy freedom in their 
homeland. 'Iraq is a part of the Arab Nation and is not a part of a 
part. This is what is written in our Constitution. 

Iraq strives to safeguard the interests of her sons within the 
frame - work of true national unity and the general interests of its 
brothers within the Arab frame - work. I ask you, are there any 
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frontiers of a foreign country between us and Syria ? Is there any 
foreign country between us and Syria % Where is it % Are there any 
frontiers of a foreign country between Egypt and Sudan, or between 
Egypt and Libya ! All are the frontiers of brothers. 

What happened to the owners of the hired newspapers when 
they alleged their brothers of being gone astray but in fact they are 
trying for their interests ? AVhat happened to them and what do they 
want % There is no foreign state here between us. "What we want is 
nothing but a good intention, cooperation and solidarity and work for 
the sake of God and not for the sake of personal interests. 

CO - OPERATION. 

We want to work for the sake of God. When co - operation 
between us is established and our view r s in foreign policy are unified, 
"then we will inevitably win over the views of the foreign countries in 
the United Nations in solving problems relating to the Arab East or 
-to other parts of the world. The unification of the foreign policy is 
one of our aims. So, why are they not unifying it % We want co-opera- 
tion in the economic policy. When this co-operation is established 
on sound basis, we will acquire some of our objectives. We want full 
=co-operation in military policy — a military co-operation. We want 
•complete co-operation in cultural unity, for, when the people of these 
countries are educated, then their thoughts, ideas and objectives w^ould 
be one. So why are they not working for this % 

This is wftat is included in our Constitution. We are working 
Tinder the orders of the Holy Quran which says : "And give to the 
near of kin his due and (to) the needy and the way - farer, and squan- 
der not wastefully". 

These elements, limbs or the moving skeletons in our country, 
these people who are still moaning from poverty, injustice and misery 
and are still living like animals, require our assistance. We are 
required to help those people and make our citizens capable of hand- 
ling their affairs wisely and strongly, and also make them capable 
of extending aid to their brothers.

What do they want from us 1 Do they want us to leave the poor 
people while we are responsible for them before God and the History 
to guide our people to their objctives and give them impregnability, 
prosperity and strength ? Any croak, and paid man, any intriguer, 
and anyone who creates dissension and works against this policy is 
doomed to failure. The people have become conscious and united 
and will never split from now on - ward. The liberty which our people 
are enjoying can never be taken away by anyone from amongst the 
imperialist stooges or creater of dissension or coveteous quarters. If 
our brothers follow this policy, it will enable the Arab States to secure 
their deserving position in the world. Undoubtedly, sooner or later, our 
brothers will accept this policy and will work according to its principles. 
The high flown words cannot impress us — we, the people. 

They are talking of nationalism as if it were the property of an 
individual or as if it were confined to one group only. Nationalism 
is the property of all. Nobody can take possession of it just as a 
glittering word which attracts the hearts of stupid people. We have 
to follow our own way wisely and quietly, without resorting to intrigues 
and subversion on account of others. We worked for the sake of Syria 
when there was no unity and union. We worked for the sake of Pales- 
tine also, and we are now working for the sake of our brothers in 
Algeria and our brothers in the whole Arab World. We will continue 
to work and strive hard and the Almighty stands by the faithful and 
helps sincere people. 

We do not want propaganda nor do we want thanks or rewards 
for our actions, because our actions are only simple parts of the great 
work which our beloved country is expecting from anyone of you. 

I hope that the Almighty guides our brothers to shut the mouths 
of these newspapers, instead of extending financial help to them and 
making them a cruel instrument to break up the unified ranks. We will 
continue our work for the sake of God and for the sake of unify- 
ing the ranks. Previously we worked to have the beloved Tunisia 
admitted to the Arab League. Do you know what rumours were then 

in circulation ? It was claimed that Iraq wants to gain more states 
to its side to strengthen its bloc. 



We are working with good faith and sincerity for the sake of 
the people. We do not care for what is said about lis and even if we 
are accused of deviation. The thing which I want from you, brothers, 
is not to harbour any rancour against your brothers but to remove all 
the factors of dissension inside the country and disruption among 
our brothers in the Arab countries, because we work for their sake 
and there is, no doubt, that sooner or later they will work for our sake. 
I hope that everybody will return to reason and wisdom and will not 
care for glittering words.
